MOSCOW —- President Mikhail 5. Gorbachev discussed the crisis 
in Lithuania on Wednesday with Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
of Britain, who telephoned and urged the Kremlin to show restraint. 

The talks were apparently Mr. Gorbachev's first with a Western 
leader on Lithuania since it declared independence on March 11. 

Tass news agency said Mr. Gorbachev had replied to Mrs. Thatch- 
er’s questions and “described the developments in Lithuania which 
have emerged as a result of the violation of the Soviet Constitution.” 

In London, an aide to Mrs, Thatcher said she had reiterated a call 
“for restraint on both sides” made in Parliament on Tuesday. 

British officials declined to comment on Mr. Gorbachev's reply. 
but they said there was “no dissatisfaction” on Mrs. Thatcher's part.

If anything is casting a cloud over 
Singapore’s trading profile, it is 
growing uncertainty about these

But when these trade figures are

In 1988, Singapore’s economic 
growth rate was an exceptional 11 
Percent, one of its best in 15 years, 
Total exports. including oil prod- 
ucts, rose by 32 percent. Last year, 
however, slower growth in the Unit- 
ed States and Europe put a com- 
pletely different face on things — 
Singapore’s own growth was ex- 
Pected to cool to around 8 percent, 
and trade for April through June, 
for instance, increased by only 12 
percent compared with 33 percent 
over the same period in the previous 
year, 

The downturn in the West is af- 
fecting all the advanced industrial 
economies in Asia, but in Singapore 
it has already triggered a top-level 
reassessment of the republic's trade 
pattern. The Trade Development 
Board is spearheading a campaign 
to expand into new export markets 
to counteract “sluggish growth due 
to economic stagnation” among the 
traditional Western trading part- 
ners and regional economies whose 
own fortunes are tied to the rise and 
fall of trade with the West. The 
move has been hastened by the 
board’s waming of “protectionist 
sentiments in most of Singapore's 
export markets” and Asian fears of 
being locked out of protectionist 
trading blocs formed by the U.S. 
and Canada and the unified Euro- 

pean Community in the future. 

a for all the threats and pitfalls 
that lie ahead, Singapore is celebrat- 
ing its first 25 years of indepen- 
dence with an economic and trading 
Strength that is impressive even by 
meteoric Asian standards. After a 
decade of phenomenal trading 
growth, its foreign exchange re- 
serves total around US$16.5 billion. 
the highest per capita of any non-oil 
dominated economy. Its political 
and social stability, along with the 
government’s active role in econom- 
ic and trade development, has made 
it one of the region’s most attractive 
locations for foreign investment. 
According to a survey by the U.S. 
Commerce Department, returns on 
direct U.S. investment in Singapore 
have been averaging well over 24.8 
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percent, a full six to 12 points ahead 
of rival Asian NICs (Newly Indus- 
tialized Countries) Taiwan and 
Hong Kong. 

Its business services and infra- 
structure are undergoing wemen- 
dous expansion to support future 
GDP and export growth. At the end 
of last year there were 134 banks 
with 408 offices in Singapore, many 
of them moving in — along with 
more than 600 other multinational 
corporations — in to the 
government-backed “operational 
headquarters” (OHQ) initiative, 
which offers corporate tax breaks as 
an incentive to base regional offices 
there. 

Singapore's port. already one of 
the world’s busiest, handled 154.7 
millions tons of cargo through its 
five terminals last year, 19 percent 
more than 1988, and container traf- 
fic is now approaching the level of 
four million TEUs a year. which 
rivals throughput in Hong Kong. 
An expansion program costing 
more than US$580 million is 10 add 
ἃ new computerized container ter- 
minal with five new berths at Pulau 
Brani, and another $200 million is 
being spent on a multistory contain- 
er freight station, distribution com- 
plex and new warehousing. 

The republic's strategic position 
and its open skies policy have made 
it one of the world’s key air travel 
and cargo transshipment centers. 
Air cargo volume through Changi 
International Airport burgeoned by 
22 percent to 511,541 metric tons in 
1988, and eager expani- 
sion will raise the airport’s total 
capacity to 950,000 metric tons by 
1992, 

This and other infrastructure ex- 
pansion will place Singapore in the 
box seat for an estimated 13 percent 
annual growth in air freight 
throughout the Asia/Pacific region 
up to 1995. Harnessed to govern- 
ment foresight and planning and 
the key moves that are being made 
to launch Singapore's industrial 
base into high technology in the 
coming years, it will prepare this 
tiny island republic of 1.1 million 
industrious workers for an even 
more powerful trading profile in the 
21st century.

Every few years, baseball 
finds a little controversy to stir 
and this spring, it’s mammoth 
mitts.
